HARRISBURG, Oct. 25. — “Serious 
obstacles have been encountered in 
the erection of the north office build­ 
ing.” Governor John S. Fisher said 
today after a m eeting of the state 
board of Public Grounds and Build­ 
ings, referring to the proposed addi­ 
tion to the capitol group.

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City Bacteriologist Grows 
Germs In Laboratory A t 
City Hall Almost Daily 


Few persons excepting 
those 
in 
m edical and pharm aceutical circles 
h ere know th at germ s are grown in 
th is city. 
Nevertheless, they are and 
a t an y hour of the clay or week it 
is possible for reporters to witness 
d ip h th eria, typhoid and other disease 
go/m s being reared by Dr. William 
L. Steen, city health officer wrho has 
a laboratory on the third floor of 
the city building. 


It m ay interesting to the average 
read er to be given a brief insight as 
to the m ethod of germ -growing, in ­ 
asm uch as the city physician is called 
upon daily by m any physicians to 
test cultures wha-h are subm itted to 
him for 
eaam inaticn. 
T he 
germ s 
have to h* 
fed and in fact certain 
germ s can only be grown by being 
led certain ingredients. 


W hen a person is ill. say w ith sore 
thro at, and the fam ily physician sus­ 
pects th a t the person h as diphtheria, 
he swabs out the pc r son’s th ro a t w ith 
a piece of cotton at »ached to a sm all 
stick of wood, about six inches long. 
He places the .stick and cotton, or 
i wab, in a tube and providing he 
does not have his own laboratory, he 
takes it to Dr. W illiam L. S teen’s lab- 
Ik ory in the city building. The ex­ 


am ination shows w hether the per­ 
son has tcnsilitis or diphtheria. 
Thf secretion on the swab is tra n s­ 
ferred to a tube containing coagulat­ 
ed blood serum and the next move 
is to place th is tube in an incuba’or 
where it is kept a t a certain tem pera­ 
ture for 24 hours. 
D uring this tim e 
the germs, if the suspected disease 
exists, grows rapidly, but they can 
only be grown on coagulated blood 
serum . D uring th e 24 hours the germ s 
increase enorm ously in “population” 
and the physician prepares for the 
next move. 
He takes a particle of this and 
tran sfers it to a glass slide which has 
been properly stained, takes his m i­ 
croscope and puts the sm all particle 
I through a thorough exam ination. 
It 
doesn’t take him long to m ake this 
test and w ithin a few m inutes he is 
able to tell if the suspected germs 
exist and accordingly m akes his de­ 
cision. 
The city laboratory grows all 
kind of germ s and th a t is why the 
h ealth officer has a private labor­ 
atory to which few persons are in ­ 
vited and when the 
doctor 
today 
stated th a t germ s are apt to get in 
the air in his laboratory the reporter 
asked no m ore questions but acted 
accordingly—in other words, he left.

while that of the earth is only about 
8,000 miles. 
Its bulk is 1,300 times 
that of the earth. 
It is more than 
five times farther away from the sun 
than is the earth. 
One year on Ju­ 
piter is as long as eleven of our years, 
while its day are a trifle less than 
ten hours long. 
A large telescope 
reveals 
many 
wonderful things on the surface of 
Jupiter. On either side of the equa­ 
tor is a broad belt of reddish cast, 
sometimes changing to salmon color 
and at other times to a rich rose j 
pink 
The whitish portions of the 
planet’s surface look like aggrega­ 
tions of cumulus clouds with small 
white, dark and red spots strewn here j 
and there over the surface. 
Though changes on Jupiter’s sur­ 
face are not very rapid, no feature 
is permanent either in form or po­ 
sition. 
Therefore we are led to the 
conclusion that we have never seen 
the real surface of the planet. What 
we sec is merely an outer envelop of 
vapor, steam and clouds surround­ 
ing It. 
But w hat is the cause of the abun- | 
dant supply of clouds surrounding 
Jupiter? 
Why is not its atmosphere 
clear like that of Mars? 
In order tot 
have clouds there must be heat to ; 
produce the vapor of which clouds | 
are formed. 
As the sunlight there 
is only one twenty seventh as in­ 
tense as ours, the necessary heat can­ 
not come from the sun.

must come from the planet itself. It j 
must be in an extremely heated con­

Below Normal 
In Pennsylvania 


{International N ews Service) 
HARRISBURO. Oct. 25— Employ­ 
ment in the pivotal industries of the 
state continues to remain below nor­ 
mal, reports of the employment of­ 
fices of the departm ent of Labor and 
Industry today revealed. 
The large steel mills continue to 
operate on greatly reduced schedules. 
The majority of the men who are 
employed are working on four or 
five day schedules. 
The report of the Pittsburgh of­ 
fice faces the present employment sit­ 
uation with the assertion th at al­ 
though conditions are bad there are 
indications th at “the worst is over.” 
Continuing, it says: “It is generally 
known that conditions in this line 
are generally bad right now and no 
other statem ent would be true.” 
Despite the approach of winter, 
conditions in the anthracite field are 
below normal. 
All apparent activ­ 
ity earlier in the fall has been re­ 
placed by a slackening pace. The 
Scranton office reported th at several 
of the large collieries are operating 
on reduced schedules w'hile another 
large company, employing 900 men, 
has been idle during 
the

year. 
In the bituminous district prac­ 
tically all skilled non-union miners 
are reported employed but a number 
of union men, unable to secure other 
employment, are idle.
